the people of Kentucky will con- 
tinoe to vote by secret ballot or will retnrn to 
the vir% voce method it tbe qaeetion to be de> 
termined by the voters themselves at the com- 
ing Nitvember election. 

Just now very little interest is being mani- 
fested in the matter, and probably not one 
voter in ten knows that the qaestiott will be 
voted on this fall. It is estimated that not 
over one-half the votes cast for candidates will 
be cast either way on tbe ])i-o]>osed constitu- 
tional amendment to change the manner of 
voting, but the majority of the votes cast on 
this (question will control, and not a majority 
of all the votes cast on the election. In other 
words, there may be 400,000 votes cast at tlie 
November election, yet only 2(K),000 votes may 
be recorded for or against the proposed change 
of the voting system. If such be the case, then 
a majority of the 200,000 votes will control, 
and not a majority of the 400,000 votes. 

The Legislature of 1904 passed an act pro- 
viding that a vote be taken on the proposition 
so to amend the Constitution that the viva voce 
system of voting should take tbe place of the 
secret ballot system. On the passage of this 
bill, the lanre majority of the Republican leg- 
islators voted against it, so it is fair to presume 
that the Republicans will vote against the pro- 
posed amendment this fall and a majority of 
tbe Democrats for it. although neither party 
has officially declared itself on the question.
